W a s h in g t o n , May 12.—It is said a t 
the senate th at the German ambassa­ 
dor looks upon the sugar am entm ent 
of the tariff bill as a direct slap at 
Germany, for Germany exports to this 
country more refined sugar than all the 
other countries combined. The discrim­ 
inating duty of one-tenth of a cent a 
pound on her refined sugar will lead, it 
is thought, to retaliation against our 
products by Germany. 
The restric­ 
tions imposed by Germany on Ameri­ 
can products were removed some time 
ago, and the argum ent is made th a t if 
the United States enacts into law this 
discrim inating tax Germany will im­ 
pede in every way the im portation of 
certain products into th a t country. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 12.—In the senate 
yesterday Mr. Allen tried in vain to 
obtain consideration for his Coxey 
resolution, and after a very brief dis­ 
cussion of Mr. Peffer’s industrial de­ 
pression resolution, the 
senate re­ 
sumed consideration of the tariff bill. 
Mr. Chandler said in his opinion it 
was unwise to go ahead w ith the con­ 
sideration of the tariff bill until the 
senate and the country were informed 
upon w hat principle the bill was 
framed.

“ The speculation in grain has again 
broken records w ith the lowest price 
ever made for wheat, although western 
receipts are a little sm aller than a yeai 
ago, while exports are also smaller by 
more than a quarter. 
The prevailing 
belief is th at the yield will, as in othei 
recent years, far exceed government 
indications, which are again pointing 
to a short crop. 
Corn has changed in 
price but little and pork products have 
been fairly steady, w ith oil and coffee 
unchanged, but cotton is weaker in 
tone, although receipts from planta­ 
tions are a little sm aller than a yeai 
ago. 
It is a striking evidence of the 
general w ant of confidence th at there 
is so little speculation while money is 
abundant almost beyond precedent. 
“ One large failure abont doubled 
the aggregate of liabilities for firms 
failing in the week ending May 3, 
which otherwise wouljd have been 
quite small, but were $2,922,794. 
The 
num ber and the general average of 
liabilities 
are 
still encouragingly 
shrinking. 
For four weeks of April 
the liabilities reported were $ 8,826,862, 
of which $3,687,220 were of manufac­ 
turing and $4,677,699 of trading con­ 
cerns. 
For the last week the failures 
were 208 in the United States, against 
25? last year, and forty-two in Canada, 
against tw enty-three last year, w ith 
none of especial imDortance, although 
four bank failures are included.”

This Grade of Crushed Stone Can Be 
Laid Down Here for About Tw o 
Dollars a Yard, and a Cubic Yard 
Covers Three Feet of an Ordinary 
Street. 
Alderman F. S. Winslow of the 
highway street and bridge com mittee' 
aas received 
specimens of crushed 
stone 
from the Baraboo quarries, 
which he is exhibiting to those inter­ 
ested. 
The stone is crushed in va­ 
rious sizes, a t the quarries and sold 
or street and road building. 
It is 
granite and is said to be the very best 
road m aterial. 
“ This stone costs $1.27 cents a cu­ 
bic yard a t the quarries," explained 
the Third w ard alderm an. 
“ We can 
get it shipped here by rail a t four 
cents a hundred. 
The cost here 
would be about $2.30 a cubic yard. 
A 
cubic yard will build considerable road 
For example: you spread it tw o inches 
deep, a cubic yard will cover a epace 
three feet wide and fifty-four fest 
long. 
But it should be put on the 
city street a little more liberally. The 
coarse stone should be put on first, 
and then the tw o sm aller sizes mixed, 
should be put on. 
I think the stone 
would stand well in roads and streets, 
but I fear it will cost tao much to be 
adopted." 
The alderm an was stand­ 
ing a t the curbstone w atching the 
men lay cedar blocks on East Milwau­ 
kee street when he was e xplaining: 
“ You see these cedar blocks can be 
put down about as cheap, and people 
generally favor the block pavem ent." 
The samples of stone were exhibited 
to the crowd. 
The largest stone was 
about the size of No. 4 coal; the next 
a trifle smaller, whLe the third and 
sm allest size would 
compare w ith 
chestnut coal in size. 
In case the common council deter­ 
mines to use this m aterial in repairing 
or m aking streets, a heavy street roll­ 
er will be necessary. The m atter will 
probably be brought before the com­ 
mon council.

Consumption is most common in Bel­ 
gium, Scotland and Canada. 
In the United States forty persons 
in every 1,000 are color blind. 
One of every ten cases of sickness in 
England is due to rheumatism. 
During the last Turco-Russian war 
the Russian army lost 40,000 men by 
measles. 
Deaths from alcoholism are most 
numerous in Russia, Denmark and 
Norway.
